Eva, who goes under the stage name of Linde, was in Lenin- 
grad with her sister Ivy doing their variety turn, One night in 
April the secret police entered her room at the Astoria Hotel, 


made her change from her nijshtgown into street clothes, searched 
her lugyage, and took her away, : 


POLICE WARNED SISTER 
TO KEEP SILENT 


The police told Ivy not to say a word to any one; she was 
not told where her sister was beingr taken, or why. 


Eva lost her British citizenship when she married Reinhard 
Lowenburg, a German musician, twelve years ago. She accused 
her husband of being unfaithful, divorced him and married 2 
young Russian interpreter named Sabarovski. The wedding 
took place ten days before her arrest. 


It was feared that she had lost the protection of the German 
flag by this marriage, but fortunately for her, Germany has 
refused to recognise the divorce, 


Until the Soviet Examining Magistrate completes investigat- 
ing ‘her case, the German Congul-gencral will not be allowed to 
see Eva. This may be a year from now. : '

On that day was sign- 
ed the first 40-Hour Week Agree- 
ment ever to be . concluded be- 
tween a British trade union and 
a British firm, involving no re- 
duction in carnings. , 


‘For 145 yeurs. my firm has 
been engaged in the manufacture 
of varnish, paint and printing 
ink in Wolverhampton. The 
business had developed greatly 
during that.time.

Through better orpanisation 
by the management work is 
made available for each .cm- 
ployee for a substantially longer 
period. in each hour ‘than was 
formerly the case. It was no 
-fault of the workers that time 
was wasled; in these more in- 
tensive days manayers have to 
think harder and plan ahead. 

What we have done other 
firms can do, wherever ration- 
alisation is ‘being carried out, 
and there is'no reason why re- 
“sults as good cannot be generally 
obtained, 


It should be stressed that. 
throughout we have worked in 
the closest consultation and co- 
operation with the trade union 
concerned. aA * 

We began by initiating a scien- 
tifie planning: scheme. This was 
similar to others alrendy in use, 
‘but modified to meet our own re- 
quirements and views, and we 
got the 40 hours into a five-day 
week. We also arranged . to 
avoid discharges by pensioning 
some of those displaced and find- 
ing alternative jobs for others. 


‘There was at the beginning a 
certain amount of reluctance and 
hesitation about some of the 
changes introduced. Old habits 
had to be altered and a new out-

The advantages to the indi- 
vidual are many. It is not only 
that shorter hours are worked, 
but. there is feeling of freshness 
after two days’ complete: rest at 
the week-end. Even the best 
worker feels tired sometimes of 
the routine of factory, work, but 
if he knowS that as soon as his 
work is cleared up on Friday 
evening he can forget all about it 
till Monday morning, . there is 


- something very definite to look 


forward to as well as the con- 
tents of his pay envelope. 


Incidentally, this week-end 
period has been made use of by 
our employees in such ways as 
gardening, following the away 
matches of the “Wolves,” and 
daring the summer months those 
with any form of motor trans- 
port are able to get away for two 
days on the Friday evening to 
the seaside now and then. 

Let me review some common 
objectiony which employers use 
when arguing against shorter 
hours, Our week is based (on 
five days of cight hours each: 
that would leave certain hours 
of business, such as from 5 p.me 
to 6 p.m., without staff in the 
ordinary way. :

It jg necessary to have a Bh tle 
ton staff on Saturday mornings 
during the busy season particu- 
larly, and this is arranged on a 
rota basis. We have been. able 
to organise a system by which 
even the Maintenance Staff, who 
of course have to work ‘all sorts 
of odd hours repairing ‘ma- 
chinery, and when the works are 
shut down at times, are on short- 
er hours. ,

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Ono interesting result is that 
thie amount of sickness has been 
considerably reduced, and also 
the figures for loss of time at 
the beginning of work in the 
mornings show very remarkable 
reductions.

CHAOTIC ARRAY 
OF STRANGE 
DRUGS 


¥ all the host of strange 

‘sights which greet the 
eyes of European residents 
in. the Far Bast none are 
more capable of creating 
interest than the interior of 
a. typical Chinese medicine 
shop of the old school. The 
neat, orderly ar rangement 
of the place with its tiers 
of wooden cabinets fitted 
with little drawers, in which 
repose in dark seclusion 
strange simples and rare 
medicinal substances from 
the ends of the Oriental 


* world, are of all things most 


redolent of mystery and ro- 
mance. Indeed, the whole 
tone of the shop suggests to 
the historically inclined an 
atmosphere that recalls the 
days of Paracelsus, when 
medicine ‘in the West was 
yet ina stage of lusty in- 
fancy. : é 


The exotie environment of the 
place is heightened a-hundred-fold 
by the rows of crystalline receptacles 
distinguished from one another by 
their own peculiar idevoyraphic labels, 
ond Inimitable — elixirs 
such as reptillan, saurian, and sinvian 
cordials, which once and for all 
stamp the Chinese notions of medi- 
eal selence us something which are 
ulterly foreign to that of our own 
ut the present day. 

In fact, all that is embraced under 
the broad category of - Chinese 
medical sclence iy ‘sugtestive of 
genernl chaos, for nithough there are 
hundreds. of the drugs in use by the 
Oriental herbalist which are of ree 
cognised eflicacy, yet the whole 
system is so cluttered up by super- 
stitious practices that it is, difleult 
to separate truth from error and 
distinguish = charhitanic “empiricism 
from the genuine Esculapian art. 

The grent uuthority of the Chinese 
herbalists is the compilation made 
some three hundred years neo and 
known us the Poon-tr’o Kongemuk 
or “The Epltome of Native Herbs," 
The vastness of its scope is appar- 
ent when we realise that nearly 800 
scholars were engaged over a long 
period in jts production, Approx- 
imately 1,800 distinct substances 
employed jn Chinese medicine are 
enumerated and range from prosaic 
vegetables 


containing 


to rare drugs, strange 


minerals and = queer — concoctions 
which excite repugnance In the mind 
of a Westerner, -Morcover, there fn 
n mammoth collectlon of 11,080 
formulae so’ that the ald-style 
Chineso medico does not lack for 
material from which to compile a 
prescription for “practically every 
known human ollment. 

In the Poon-ts’o are mentioned 
five classen of drugs, which are 
derived from herbs, trees, ving 
creatures, minerals and cereals, 
These are reputed to contain 
virtues derivative from the ng 
haang or “five elements" of the 
Chinese ulchemists, viz. carth, wood, 
fire, water and alr, Each “class of 
these drugs |s, moreover, mlleyzed to 
be capable of further division Into 
substances from which may be com- 
potinded medicines of special curiae 
tive properties, thus: sour medicines 
are stated to be especially eMecacious 
for nourlshing the bones, acidulous 
ones for strengthening the muscular 
structure of the body, salttsh for 
rejuveniting the blood, bitter ones 
for restoring the general tone 
and physical well-being, and 
lustly, sweet tasting, compounds for 
niding the putting on of flesh, 

* * * 

TPUERE ts a beliet still surviving 
in the Chinese school of medicine 
all objects beneficial to man 
some marks indieatlve of the 
remedial service to which each ought 
to be put. Thus the ginseng (Panaxr 
Schinseng) is sald to owe the long 
list of reputed curallve powers with 
which jt Is endowed by the masses 
of the Children of Trang ‘to but one 


factor and that is the singular fea- 
ture of its divided root which some- 
what resembles a human body in 
form. Indecd, the Chincse name ‘for 
the plant—yan-sham—ts allusive of 
the marked resemblance of the fork 
cd, carrot-like root to the legs of a 
mon (yan). 


Moreover, every part and organ of 
the human body Is stated to have its 
own sovereign) remedy in one or 
more’ particular substances in cither 
the vegetable, mineral or animal 
kingdoms, The Chinese ‘assert that 
through the course of their long 
history the eclectic methods of their 
physicians in the selection and ap-

plication of the manifold remedial . 


agents at their disposal have amply 
upheld, the wisdom of this thesis, 
which has been proved time and 
again by the number of cures 
achieved. 


Such a belief was once widely 
prevalent in) the West, and still 
feebly survives in certain of the 
more remote country districts of 
England and the Continent, For in- 
stance, there is a pretty little plant 
called the cuphrasy or cyebright 
(Euphrasia officinalis) which !s sup- 
posed to be good for diseases of the 
eye, owing to a black spot on the 
corolla which is fancifully assumed 
to resemble the pupil of the human 
orb.

The ancient Chinese doctors were 
well acquainted with many facts of 
human ametomy and physiology that 
were unknown in Europe until cen- 
turies later. It may be mentioned here 
that the Chinese anticipated Har- 
vey's discovery of the circulation of 
the blood by many centuries, but 
unfortunately did not follow up by 
further rescarch the outcome of the 
discovery. 


The Chinese Iike that other re- 
markable people which they in many 
respects resemble—the Children of 
Isracl, did not look with favour 
upon anatomical dissection, hence 
thelr knowledge of the Internal or- 
ganisation of the human body was, 
until the advent of missionary doc- 
tors from the West, . rather crude 
and imperfect. Indecd,-even to this 
day the taboo survives, so that 
cadavers for the dissection tables 
are senrce, and have to be largely 
imported. 

The forte of the old Chinese sehool 
of medicine, however, has been the 
doctrine that the pulse alone affords 
the surest means of correct dingnosis. 
Indeed, feellng the pulse or tai-mak 
as the Chinese term it, is practically 
the only feature of'an old-style 
Chinese clinical examination, ‘The 
physician by allowing three of his 


fingers to 
points of 


rest. upon three special 
the wrist is alleged 
to. be able to Judge fairly uc- 
curately the disease from which 
the patient is suffering, for 
according to Chinese notions cach 
point in the wrist Js capable of in- 
dicating 24 varictics . of pulse, 
hence, the total number is no fewer 
than seventy-two, 


In practice, a physician examines 
the pulse of his patient, and after a 
few. discreet questions is prepared 
to hol-taan or write out a prescrip- 
tion. This is taken by the consul- 
tant to the nearest Chinese 
drug-shop to be filled or chap-yeuk 
as the Chinese call It. 


A word as to the fees charged by 
the doctors for examination will not 
be amiss. These, of course, vary 
greatly, and in the case of one or 
two famous physiclans may = run 
into the tens of dollars. On the 
other hand, however, the customary 
gratuity or tse-po accepted by the 
majority of old-style Chinese doctors 
Is very low, being in  muny in- 
stances as little as 40 cents, 
Formerly, the coins comprising this 
amount were wrapped up in a shect 
of red paper and were termed lei-sht 
or “gratuity money,” but nowndays 
the usunt practice is simply to de- 
posit the coins nggregating the fee 
on the counter of the doctor's 
office as the patient leaves the 
establishment, The cost of  fill- 
Ing the average prescription at 
the drug-store is also quite low, 50 
that the total expense Involved In a 
‘single visit to a Chinese physiclan 
Is not more than n dollar; conse- 
quently, one can realise that in a 
country like China with its low 
range oof income per capita, the 
doctor of the old schoo] !5 
sable.

Of course, to discuss adequately 
the divers drugs employed in Chinese 
medicine Is beyond the limited scope 
of nn article of this kind, but one or 
two of the more common inedicinat 
substances may be mentioned, For 
example, there is In addition to that 
marvellous panicea of the herbalists 
—the immortal ginseng, another 
remedy which fs Icewlse highly es- 
teemed and that Js Borneo or Borros 
camphor. Thin ts known to the 
Chinese nas moof-p'in or “plum-blos- 
som fragments’, and Is so greatly 
valued that it fs said to be worth its 
welght In silver, 


ANY of the substances employed 
in Chinese materin medica have 
now been recognised In the West, 
dnd amongst such may be mentioned 
the drug Known as black myrobalans, 
which js now [neluded in the Ists 
published In the British Phormaco- 
pocin. ‘This specific consists of the 
dried immature frults of an Indian 
tree (Terminalia chebula, Retz.), and 
is sold in every Chinese medicine 
shop under the general name of 
hoh-tsz. These are employed in 
Chinese medicine as an astringent as 
the fruits contain as much as 45 per 
cent. of tannie acid. Thus, for in+, 
stance, when a Chinese suspects sore 
throat) he hastens to the medicine 
shop ond buys a few cents worth of 
these dried nuts which he proceeds 
to chew vigorously in order to ex- 
tract the julee which ts swallowed, 


In addition to the above mentioned 
dru, there is a peculiar specific 
described In the Poon-ts’o under the 
name of Plum Flower Lozenge Pills, 
The formula js as follows: 


Olfbanum, ie. frankincense. 
_ Peart bean flowers 

Human mills 

Toad spittle 


These are made Into pills which 
are vither swallowed or allowed to 
dissolve under the tongue. The old- 
school Chinese physician avows that 
these are the specific par excellence 
in the treatment of all kinds of 
sores and oral abscesses.

CHURCH PROBLEMS 
iN CHINA 


COMMUNISM : 
ENDED 


The “new secularism” which has 
developed Jn China, and the attitude 
of the Church to the present confilct 
in the East, were among the topics 
discussed In an interview with The 
Scotsman by the Rev. Professor T. 
Tingfany Lew, Ph.D., D.D., of Yen- 
ching University, Pelping. 


Dr. Lew Js attending the World 
Conferenre on Faith and Order; 
which {s at present ‘silting in private 
in Edinburgh. 


Many Chinese Christans, said Dr. 
Lew, Just like the average Christian 
elsewhere, did not know more than 
knew obout their own 
Church, 


There were others, particularly the 
Christlan workers, who were every 
day confronted not only with’a non- 
Christlan environment, but also with 
the new secularism, the Western cul- 
ture which had been developed very 
rapidly in China, agnosticism, and 
atheism, together with Communism. 
The Christian workers, he sald, felt 
the Impotency of the Christian Chuch 
because it was not united. 

Communism and = Fascism = and 
other forms of political thought had 
entered China, and the younger 
generation had absorbed all sorts of 
Ideas, Communism had attracted 
some of the best young men and 
women beeause of its idealism, but 
many had been disillusioned, be- 
cause it always” justified the means, 
however outrageous, by the end. 
Communism as a political movement 


had now collapsed, and Fascism was |° 


only in the air. , 
RELATIONS WITH JAPANESE 


China had’a real affection for the 
Japanese to begin with. They sent 
over from 20,000 to 30,000 students 
to sudy in Japan during the hust 20 
years. They would have been very 
good friends had Jupan not pursued 
its present bad policy. 


“Japan,” he declared, “hog not only 
mined the (riendship between them- 
selves and the Chinese, but they have 
deliberately sown the ‘seeds of 
hatred. No person with self-respect 
enn have any other choice but to 
resist.” 


Dr. Lew emphasised that at any 
hour the Chinese Government was 
ready to negotinte peace if Japan 
would respect Chinese sovereignty. 


Asked whit the attitude of the 
Church In China ond Japan was to 
the present confilct, Dr. Lew replied: 

hinese Christians have = given 
Japanese Christiuns every . oppor- 
tunity for international friendship. 
We have invited them over, and wo 
have gone over ourselves. Wo hove 
called quite n few conferences with 
no view to understanding between 
Christlnns, Most of these confer- 
ences were failures, and there were 
very few successes, for the almple 
reason that the Japonese are not at 
liberty to speak their own hearts. 
Whatever they say or do fs reported 
to their Gqvernment.”

The “raw versus pas- 
teurised” milk controversy 
which has raged among 
doctors, laymen, and politic- 
ians for o quarter of a cen- 
tury is virtually over. 


The “Minlstry” of Health has de- 
elded that the controversy has done 
a Jot of harm, and that British 


people will not drink the minimum 
“henlth” dose of a Pint a.day cach 
until the safaty of milk fs guaranteed. 
Legislation ts to be introduced 
next session giving local authoritics 
power to make compulsory the 
pastourisation of all milk sold for 
{quid consumption, except sterilised 
and “tt.” (tuberculin-tested) milk. 
INDISCRIMINATE 
Pasteurlsation is a scientiflo—and 
expenslvo—hent — treatment = which 
destroys all the bacteria, both good 
and bad, in mille. It fs thls indls- 


criminate destruction that has caused |, 


the controversy. ° 

But a milk nutritlon committee 
represcntattve of the Medical Re- 
search Council, the Ministry of 
Health, tho Board of Education 
and tho Milk Marketing: Board, 
sifted the avallablo evidence and 
came to the conclusion that while 


pasteurisation destroyed bacteria 

it left the food value of milk un- 

touched. . 

As a reqult the Mile Board has. 
withdrawn its opposition to compul- 
sory pastcurisation. Under the pro- 
posed Bill local authoritles mi 
apply for compulsory orders, wht 
however will not bo enforceable for 
two years. A dalryman selling milk 
from one herd only will be exempt 
for five years, i 


BAD FOR JUNKET

teurlsatlon of ordinary milk is mado 
compulsory throughout the country 
most dairy farmers supplying tho 
Mquid market will be producing 
“tte milic.

RUGBY PROSPECTS | 
Notes on: Technique 
And Management 


(By T, HM. Evans Baillie) 


The August heat wave will have 
many things to answer for in three 
weeks’ time f there is any rellance 
to be placed on the weaker side of, 
human nature.. Even the raising of a 
mild persplration at a Iclsurely round 
of golf or non-competitive lawn tennis 
was a thing to shrink from In favour 
of the shaded deck-chalr—and the 
thought of going hard with every 
muscle in the’ body clalmed by 
was simply “a 
thing Imagination boggles at.” 

Yet we have crept imperceptibly 
within’ a matter of days of the open- 
ing of the Rugby scason and whether 
fit through conselentlous preliminary 
training and judicious loosening up, or 
caught’ unprepared and agonls ngly 
unfit, o numbér of ffteens will be 
Jabouring through thelr first match 
on the fourth of next month, 

Before investigating the state of 
the clubs in detail there Is a search- 
{ng question of a gencral nature 
which can be profitably considercd 
by most of the slides 1 saw last sen- 
son, if not by all. That fs: Are we 
sufficiently receptive of new ideas in 
technique? ° 

To take two Instances. In 1931.F. 
L. Hovde, the American wing three- 
quarter In Oxford's side, which yet 
had a wrist-tike flick, for throwing In 
out of touch. (There had been on 
earlier but fugitive glimpse of this 
art when on American fifteen played 
at Twickenham on thelr way to an 
Olympic Games meeting.) Then in 
the same scason of 1031-2 we were 
given ‘frequent expert demonstrations 
by the South African team of thelr 
method of forcing the ball down on 
to the foot to gain added pace and 
length im punting. 

The throw in from touch a la 
Hovde gives supreme accuracy even 
through a strong wind up and down 
the ground; there was hardly on ine 
stance of notestraight-scrum, The 
South African method of kicking, 
even If we considered It overdone, 
was at least technically more cfficient 
than the accepted method in this 
country. 


TOUCHPLAY DEFECTS 


Now here ‘are two items of 
technique where the sincerest form of 
finttery, backed up by practice, might 
have gone far towards climinating 
two blemishes common to the ma- 
jority of matches—the inaccurate 
throw-!n from touch and the short or 
badly aimed punt, which neither con- 
solidates gains nor prepares for an 
attack. . And, to indulge in the luxury 
of a rhetorical question, how often do 
we see nowndays any attempt to 
follow signpost directions? Since 
1931 a new Rugby generation has 
arisen. If the elders would ransack 
their memories they could give most 
valuable advice on these two nots, 

Before dealing In detail with the 
cluds of the West and Midlands, who 
ure, as usual, ficst In the field, 1 must 
take the case of Birkenhead Park, out 
of chronological order, because of 
this same question of the part played 
oy ‘it elders: in the conduct of the 
club. 

The system in use is no innovation; 
it wus, in fact, in operation when I 
first knew the ‘club, o° great . “deal 


longer ogo than I care to dwell upon. 
it is.as follows: 2 

Six teams are run, cach side pleked 
on merit. Each side js “watched” 
each week by a committee man or 
some.old player, and he and the cap- 
tain of the side have ejther to,appeur 
at the selection meeting or to send 
in a written report of the players.

was a time when a 
blockade, since it involved pos- 
sible interference with — the 
rights of neutrals to trade with 
belligerents | duringr 
was strictly eregulated by gen- 
erally accepted rules.’ One of 
these rules was that neutral 
ships were entitled to notifica- 
tion before they could be seized 
for violation of the blockade. A 
complete revolution in ideas 
was, however, brought about by 
the Great War. The problems 
encountered were - very com- 
plicated, involving not only the 
searching of neutral vessels but 
determination of what goods 
were genuinely intended for 
neutral ‘consumption. The Allies 
at first stopped all ships going 
to or coming from Scandinavia 
and scized so much of their 
eargocs as shown to he of 
enemy origin or destination. 
Later, even more rigorous re 
gulations were enforced in re- 
tiliation for the enemy’s sub- 
marine campaign. Since those 
days, this blockade question has 
presented further difficulties, 
although ‘there are still general- 
ly recognised precepts of inter- 
national law which govern fhe 
situation. Complications have, 
however, arisen in connection 
with the blockade which Japan 
is now enforcing against China. 
Reiterated although it has been 
again and again, this step by 
the Japanese Navy has no 
validity in view of the fact that 
the two nations are not legally 
at war, But if Jnpan’s inter- 
ference with Chinese shipping 
is irregular, the illegality’ be- 
comes: all the. more pronounced 
when it affects forcign vessels. 
By no possible right are Japan- 
ese warships entitled to stop, 
much ‘less board, ships of the 
Powers who have no part or 
parce) in the Sino-Japanese dis- 
pute.

T is strange that the 
T ractories Act, which 
became law recently, 
made no mention of the 


Forty-Hour Week. 


~ The nearest we get to it is the 
limitation of 44 hours for younyr 
persons under 16. Indeed, the 
48-hour week docs not apply to 
men at all. 


Their permitted hours remain 
at 60, and indeed in quite a num- 
ber of cases these are actually 
worked where trade union or- 
sranisation is lacking; and yet 
the Washington 48-Hour, Con- 
vention was signed in 1919, but 
never ratified by us.

We can no longer claim to be 
the leading country in the world 
in industrial reform, for British 
efforts at the International La- 
bour Office have been obstructive 
and faint-hearted. ° 


I am conyinced that there is 
no reason why the 40-hour week 
without any reduction. in carn- 
ings should not be secured now 
over a large aren of industry in 
Great Britain, in fact, wherever 
rationalisation is taking place. 

Sept. 27, 1932, was, I like to 
think, a landmark in the history 


of industrial conditions.in this 


country. On that day was sign- 
ed the first 40-Hour Week Agree- 
ment ever to be concluded be- 
tween a British trade union and 
a British firm, involving no re- 
duction in earnings. 


For 145° years my firm ‘has 
been engaged in the manufacture 
of varnish, paint and printing 
ink in Wolverhampton. The 
business had developed greatly 
during that time. In September, 
1932, Mr. Ernest Bevin, for the 
Transport and Gencral Workers’ 
Union, to which most of the men 
belonged, visited Wolverhimpton 
and signed the necessary agree- 
ment with me, as chairman of 
Mander Brothers, Limited.

Five years of practical experi- 
ence gained under difficult con- 
ditions imposed by‘ the compceti- 
tion of other firms working 
longer hours have made me, 
formerly a theoretical supporter, 
into an enthusiastic advocate for 
the 40-hour week. ~ 


Perhaps the most encournage- 
ing factor in our success has 
been the willing way in which 
the workers have co-operated to 
improve output, not through 
“speeding up” and overstrain, 
but through increased efficiency 
and cconomy of time. 


Through better organisation 
by they management work is 
made available for each em- 
ployee for a substantially longer 
period in each hour than was 
formerly the cage. It was no 
fault of the workers that time 
was wasted; in these more in- 
tensive days managers have to 
think harder and plan ahead. 


What we have done other 
firms can do, wherever ration- 
alisation is being carried out, 
and there is no’ reason why re- 
sults us good cannot be rencrally 
obtained. 


-It should be stressed that 
throughout we have worked in 
the closest consultation and co- 
operation with the trade union 
concerned, ; . 


We began by initiating a scien- * 


tific planing scheme. This was 
similar to others already in use, 
but modified to meet our own re. 
quirements and views, and we 
got the 40 hours into‘a five-day 
week. We also arranged to 
avoid discharges by pensioning 
some of those displaced and find- 
ing alternative jobs for others. 


There was at the beginning a 
certain amount of reluctance and 
hesitation about some of the 
changes introduced. Old hubits 
had to be altered and a new out- 


look developed. 
psychological, 


-Tam glad to say that we have 
been able to convince the work- 
ers, both men and women, of our 
honest intentions... There has 
been no “driving,” although out- 
put has considerably improved; 
and I challenge anyone to find one 
man or woman who would like to 
go back to the 47-hour week of 
1932. Indeed, we are continual- 
ly being pressed to include great- 
er numbers in the scheme.,

- The advantages to the indi- 
vidual are many. It is not only 
that shorter hours are ‘worked, 
but there is fecling of freshness 
after two days’ complete rest at 
the week-end. Even the best 
worker feels tired sometimes of 
the routine of factory work, but 
if he knows that as soon as his 
‘work is cleared up on Friday 
evening he can forget all about it 
{il} Monday morning, there is 
something very definite to look 
forward to as well as’ the con- 
tents of liis pay onvelope. 


Incidentally, this week-end 
period has been made use of by 
our employees in- such ways as 
gardening, following the awa 
matches of the “Wolves,” and 
during the summer months those 
with any form of motor trans- 
port are able to get away for two 
days on the Friday evening to 
the seaside’ now and then. 


Let me review some common 
objections which employers use 
when arguing against shorter 
hours. Our week is based o 
five days of eight hours each: 
that would Ieave certain hours 
of business, such as from 5 p.m. 
to 6 pm., without staff in the 
ordinary way. 


We deal with thiy problem by 
arranging for certain sections 
to work alternate times, thus 
covering all normal business 
hours. Warchousemen, for exam- 
ple, work from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 


It is necessnry to haye a skele- 
ton staff on Saturday mornings 
during the busy season particu- 
larly, and this is arranged on a 
rota basis. We have been able 
to organise a system by which 
even the Maintenance Staff, who 
of course have to work all sorts 
of odd hours _ repairing .ma- 
chinery, and when the works are 
shut down at times, are on short- 


er hours, 


One interesting result is that. 
the amount of sickness has been 
considerably reduced, and also 
the figures for loss of time at 
the beginning of work in the 
mornings show very remarkable 
reductions, 


I hope that this’ practical 
example will be helpful to others. 
It is always casier to go on in the 
old ways, and any change, unless 
forced upon us, is generally look- 
ed upon with aversion.. But the 
test of the last five years has con- 
Vineed us that the change has 
been wholly to the good. Our 
particular experiment covers, as 
I have made clear, 2 portion of 
the field only, but an important 
and growing one, 


There_is no reason why the 
opportunity of introducing the 
40-hour week should not be 
seized whenever reorganisation 
is taking place and concurrently 
put into operation with advan- 
tages to all concerned, both em- 
ployers and employed. 


On the positive side the 40- 
hour week holds real and smea- 
surable benefits. Dividends of 


n, good will and increased co-opera- - 


tion are.waiting to ‘be earned by 
the progressive employer, as well 
as improved commercial divi- 


. dends, 


A 40-hour week will come by 
Inw some day, and it will be 
hastened by practical working 
models adopted voluntarily by 
employers and trade unions who.
